They havea 
better chance to succeed than any 
woolen mill or paper factory or: 
any similar institution, and if they 
fail no capital can be induced to 
come here fer anything. The wa- 
ter power of such a set of machin- 
ery is just like the arterial system. 
of tho human body. It is under 
fall. pressure all over and the 
puncture of a pin is death. In 
coming te the pond to take out 
their ditch just behind the dam 
the State officials cut into the 
heart of the system. : 

The reduction works dam and 
ditch was a notice to the world, 
that two hundred horse power 
could be obtained on every thous- 
and feet of river bank along the 
Truckee. The action of the State 
Officials is a notice to all business 
men that there is no safety in in- 
vestments in Nevada. That the 
State itself has no policy that will 
prevent the breaking down of 
private enterprises by its own acts. 
We gast no reflections upon the 
attorheys or the courts. The law- 
yers owe their first duty to their 
profession, the courts theirs to the 
law, but neither duty, business 
judgment nor fair dealing had 
anything to do with the official 
acts of those who instituted this 
contest. Even if they have a tech- 
nical right to come into private 
grounds and tap the pond of a 
neighbor, they have no moral 
right. No one else ever didit. If 
it had been the mill pond of a Car- 
son river company armed men 
would have prevented it, and they 
would have been sustained by the 
community. 

The State should be the last one 
to interfere with private enter- 
prise. There is not another State 
in the West but what is doing 
something to induce outside cap- 
ital to cometothem. Bat Nevada, 
which needs capital more than any 
other State in the Union, goes out 
of its way to attack capital the mo- 
ment it settles in the State. So far 
from realizing their true relations 
to the tax-paying part of the com- 
munity, our officials reverse the 
rule of right, and instead of ex- 
tending a welcome to all who can 
contribute to our prosperity, they 
use the whole machinery of Gev- 
ernment and draw upon the State 
Treasury tocrush outinfant indus- 
tries. Wesay, evenif they have a 
technical right recognized by the 
Courts to do this, it is contrary to

Fatal Collision. 

Cuicaaco, April 10.—The following 
is an authoritive account of the acci- 
dent on the Chicago, Santa Fe & Cali- 
fornia Railroad this morning: The 
regular east-bound train was just leav- 
ing Lorenzo Station, fifty miles from 
Chicago, at 4:30, when the accident 
occurred. Attached to the rear of the 
train was the private cai of Manager 
McCool of the California Central, oc- 
cupied by J. F. Hart, Mayor of Brook- 
line, Mass., and a Director of the Cali- 
fornia Central, his wife, his son Henry, 
Robert Hart, his niece, Miss Winslow, 
J. D. Lamb, a porter known only as 
Harry, and a cook named Thomas 
Smith. Just as the train was pulling 
out of the station an extra fast stock 
train that was following, ran into the 
rear end of the passenger train at a 
high rate of speed, completely demol- 
ishing the private car and exploding 
the boiler of the freight engine. A 
large quantity of steam escaped, scald- 
ing those who escaped from the effects 
of the crash. As soon as the wreck 
could be cleared to allow the removal 
of the dead and wounded, they were 
found to be as follows: 

Killed, Miss Winslow, Henry Hart 
and the porter; scalded, J. F. Hart 
and wife, J. D. Hilmer, a brakeman, 


J. L. Lamb and one other. The en- 
gineer and fireman of the freight train 
jumped and escaped injury. None of 
the cars except that of Hart’s were 
seriously damaged. The dead and 
wounded were put upon a train and 
brought to this city. 

The bodies of the dead were taken 
to an undertaking establishment and 
the wounded were conveyed to Mercy 
Hospital. It cannot be learned that 
Manager McOool was on board. The 

in his car were friends who have 
n visiting him at Los Angeles. It 
is difficult to get the exact facts. 


One account says the freight engi-° 


neer was crushed toa jelly. Another, 
that he escaped unhurt. It is also 
stated that several of the wounded in 
the other cars of the train were left at 
the scene of the accident. This is not 
believed to be true, as the other cars 
were not badly damaged.

Subscribe now for shares in the 
Union Building and Loan Association 
of Reno, organized on the installment 
plan. The regular installments from 
the capital, which is loaned to mem- 
bers only.

D has paid 
out $2,880 as monthly dues and inter- 
est, $120 as premium on loans, and 
say $770 for searching title taxes, in- 
‘surance and interest on the value 
of lot, in all, $8,770; that is, D pay- 
ing out in. the same time only 
$770 more than C,; and owns his house. 
** How can I invest my money to make 
it pay a fair interest and at the same 
time insure its safety?’’ is a question 
daily asked by thousands. Take stock 
in your local building and loan asso- 
ciation. The following example dem- 
onstrates that it will pay youa nae 
interest on your investment. ‘‘What 
rate of interest do I receiye on five 
shares, dues $1 per share if the series 
runs out in nine and one-half years ?’’
